Plans $110,000 


Installation 


Explaining the choice of relo- 
cation of property at last week’s 
meeting of the Upland city coun- 
cil, H. J. Fisher, manager of the 


Holliday Rock Company, said the 
company was planning to install 
an $80,000 hot-mix asphalt plant 
and a new $30,00 rock crusher. 

Fisher said he had been trying 
to relocate the company in Up- 
land since February, 1949. With 
the city attorney drafting an 
amendment to bring about the 
change, aaction will be taken at 
the June 1 meeting of the coun- 
cil. 

Site of the proposed plant is a 
55 acre span on the west side of 
Campus, between 16th and 18th 
streets to be rezoned to M-2 man- 
ufacturing. 

At the same meeting the coun- 
cil took up the matter of sale of 
fire works, upholding its original 
decision to ban their sale. Dis- 
cussion was fluent on this point, 
I. T. McFadden pointing out that 
Ontario was relaxing the ban “for 
the last time’ this year, and re- 
questing the council to do the 
same. 

Councilman Vernon Paine op- 
ined that “We’re not going to 
bring too much down our heads,” 
allowing the sale of the fiire- 
works. Mayor Eugene Nisbet re- 
ferred to the matter as wavering 
back and forth, and said that the 
fire prevention ordinance should 
be either upheld or rejected. Mc- 
Fadden said he was only asking 
for a fair chance to compete with 
Ontario dealers. 

Final action on a_ temporary 
amendment will be taken June 1.

plants. Actually, rose culture is a 
fairly simple process and over- 
zealousness can sometime do more 
harm than good. Common sense 
lis the best principle to apply to 
| caring for your prized plants. 
One form of “spring madness” 
is the intense desire to cultivate, 
| too dig and turn over the soil as 
| soon as warm weather comes. Cul- 
‘tivation is a good thing within 
limits, but it should be remem- 
bered that roses produce many 
smal] hair-like roots near the sur- 
face of the ground and these are 
easily damaged. Light cultivation 
to kill weeds is advisable and it 
| will prevent caking of the surface 
| Soil where no mulch is used. 
| It is better for both plants and 
soil to mulch the rose bed with 
| organic materials such as peat 
|/moss, compost, well rotted man- 
}ure, buckwheat hulls, ground 
cobs, straw or whatever material 
|is at hand. Decayed or well-shred- 
| ded leaves and lawn clippings may 
be used and will return essential 


-|elements to the soil. 


| Mulches should be applied two 
;or three weeks before the roses

California In 
Good Financial 
Position Today 


California’s fiscal affairs are 
a sound condition, with increased 
revenues reported for the first ten 
months of the fiscal year and 
more than $20,000,000 cash ex- 
cess in the state treasury, it was 
announced today by State Con- 
troller Thomas H. Kuchel. 

Controller Kuchel said the cash 
excess over current obligations 
totaled $20,673,642 at the close of 
business April 30, and this sum 
excludes revenue restricted to a 
specific purpose, such as highway 
monies. 

During the first ten months of 
the fiscal year, the state received 
$483,965,231 in unrestricted reve- 
nues, which represented an in- 
crease of $24,473,925, or 5.98 per 
cent, over the corresponding per- 
iod a year ago. 

Reflecting California’s increas- 
ing population and sustained buy- 
ing power, the state’s income from 
retail sales and use taxes jumped 
$18,221,384 during the first ten 
months of the year when $251,- 
770,016 were collected, and ac- 
counted for by the Controller’s 
office.

Supplemental Water 


The City of Upland now draws one half 
or more of its yearly wafer supply from 
the Chino Water Basin. During the sum- 
mer months the city's northern wells can 
pump for only a few hours af a time. 


The Chino Water Basin has been dropping at the 
rate of two feet per year for the last 25 years 
through wet and dry cycles. The California Division 
of Water Resources report shows a drop of 3.8 feet 
for 1949 in the Chino Basin. 


The City of Upland has doubled its consumption of 
water in the last ten years. 


The use of water in the area has increased greatly 
for industrial and residential use. This increase, 
coupled with the Agricultural use, has created a 
heavy over-draft in the Chino Basin.
